BLACK AMERICAN CHURCHMAN 


"To really know life and appreciate it fully is, above all else, to know and love 
ourselves and others; for Love is the source of our power and creativity." 


These words of Frank Curtis Cummings describes better than 
anyone else the philosphy of this committed and dedicated man 
- the 95th Bishop elected in the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, the oldest and continuously surviving Black institution in 
America. 


Bishop Cummings is one of the most important and powerful 
voices in African Methodism and one of the few to become a 
legend in his own time. His singular contributions to the lifeblood of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church have garnered him deep 
respect and admiration throughout the church body. Frank 
Cummings possesses a rare combination of gifts. Prophet, 
preacher, pastor, administrator, and humanitarian ---these are the 
milestones of his distinguished career. 


Bishop Cummings is first and foremost a Churchman. He is a captivating and forceful clergyman 
whose message of love, brotherhood, and human worth appeals to the masses. His preaching is 
sensitive, perceptive, and socially relevant. Though he is a man of many gifts, his single, most important 
concern other than his ministry and his family is nurturing the minds of Black youth to whom he imparts 
spiritual ideals and social values. Bishop Cummings relishes teaching and serving as a role model for 
young Blacks, sharing with them his own vast knowledge of life and the Scriptures, and admonishing 
them to strive to be the best at whatever they elect to do. 


Not only is Bishop Cummings a leading theologian and educator, he is also an astute businessman 
and a skilled administrator who has contributed much to the economic development of the Black 
community and the African Methodist Episcopal Church. While serving as Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Department of Church Extension, he instituted an insurance program for the 8,000 AME churches 
worldwide and other properties owned by the denomination. He also founded the Allen Travel Service, 
headquartered in Washington, D.C. 


At present, Bishop Cummings, who is uncompromising in the pursuit of excellence, is spearheading a 
$14,000,000 capital campaign to build an Episcopal District Headquarters building in Philadelphia, the 
cradle of African Methodism. As a consummate planner and organizer and an extraordinary 
administrator who performs with great aplomb, he is masterfully orchestrating the First District's drive 
toward providing adequate space to meet its burgeoning needs now and in the future. 


As one of the leading AME clergymen of his generation, Frank Cummings uses his considerable gifts 
unstintingly to be of service to humankind. In his work in the First District he mirrors the spirit and social 
concerns of Richard Allen, the founder of African Methodism, as he capably ministers to the varying 
needs of his diverse congregants - children, youth, adults and senior citizens alike. 


Despite the fact that his episcopal duties and his preaching and lecturing tours take him all over the 
world, Bishop Cummings stays very close to his family. He is deeply attached to his wife, Martha; his 
daughter and son-in-law, Paschell and Gregory Mix; and his granddaughter, Martinique. 


Frank Cummings’ life is truly inspiring and filled with challenge. His dedication to duty and concern 


for humankind are carefully balanced with a steadfast commitment to strong, effective leadership of the 
318 churches under his episcopal care.
